OTTAWA  is  a  city  of  magnificent  homes  and  mammoth 
industries. 

OTTAWA  holds  annually  the  greatest  Ice  Horse  Race  Meet 

in  the  world. 

OTTAWA  offers  power  and  labor  on  more  favorable  terms 

than  any  other  town  or  city  in  Canada. 
OTTAWA  enjoys  a  delightfully  healthful  climate,  spring, 

summer,  autumn,  and  winter. 
OTTAWA  sets  the  pace  for  the  whole  Dominion  socially  and 

leads  the  world  in  athletic  sports. 
OTTAWA  has  an  abundant  supply  of  good  soft  water,  and 

a  perfect  drainage  system.    Annual  consumption  of 

water  5,548,138,300  gallons.
